German Peach Pie a pastry tucs. ogna, Salami o- liver sausaze. 


The following recipes will give 
you some ideas. For German 
peach pie make a. very rich, 
baking powder biscuit dough and 
roll it into a half inch shéet to 
fit a long narrow pan. Brush the 
dough with melted _ butter, 
sorinkle it with sugar and cover 
it thickly with sliccs ef peaches. 
The German way is to have the 
peach slices overlap onc another, 
curved sides up. Sprinkle with a 
ttle cinnamon and_ allspice, 
then thickly with sugar. Cover 
with another tin the sime shape 
and size’as the one in which the 
pie is baked, and put into a mod- 
erate oven for half an hour. The 
peaches should be well cooked 
but not broken. 

Loganberry Pie 

Loganberry pie is delicious 
enough for any feast. You will 
need one medium-sized baked 
Pie shell to begin with. Mix to- 
gether one-half cup powdered 
sugar, two well beaten es8s, & 
pinch of salt and one cup of 
scalded milk. Add two table- 
spoons butter, three crushed 
macaroons, one - hali fag Gas 
lemon extract. Drain the juice 
from one can of lozanberries 
and arrange the Jatter in the pie 
crust; add the first mixture and 
sprinkle the top with three more 
macaroons, dried and rolled fine. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 
sbeut twenty-five minutes or 
until set. This may be topped 
with whipoed cream or with a 
meringue if you wish. 

Gelatin Pies 

There is a whole new class of 
Gessert pies made with gelatin- 
stiffened fillings. The secret of 
their success lies in having the 
filling and the baked pie shell 
very cold when they are put to- 
vether and serving immediately 
after the gelatin has set.

Mr. Howe’s Camp Kit 
Contract... Famous 
Presidential Secretaries 


4HE difficulty which Mr. Howe, 

Secretary to President Roose- 
yelt, found himself in owing to 
his having procured the Presi- 
dent's signature to an order for 
th> purchase, outside of the offi- 
cial Army routine, of toilet kits 
for the men in the forestry 
camp. draws attention to the 
grov'th of the power of his office. 

George Washington’s secretary 
was Tobias Lear, who is chiefly 
remembered for his record of 
Washingion's towering rage 
when he heard that General St. 
Clair had been ambushed and 
defeated in a campaign against 
the Indians in Ohio. Until the 
Civil War, one heard nothing of 
the President’s secretary, indi- 
cating that the’modern pressure 
upon the President’s energies 
had not yet begun. 

Jonn Hay stands out as Lin- 
coln’s secretary, but this was due 
to his later career as Minister to 
Enzland, and as the Secretary 
of State who inaugurated our vi- 
tal interference in Asia. He was 
a mere boy in Lincoln’s day. 

Then comes a long interval 
when the presidential secretaries 
were unknown. unti' President 
Cleveland appointed Daniel S. 
Lamont, a newspaper man of Al- 
bany, as his secretary. That be- 
gan a new era in the White 
House’s internal administration. 
It came to be recognized that 
the President’s secretary was a 
personage, and so successful was 
Mr. Lamont that at the end of 
Mr. Cleveiand’s first term he re- 
tired into an important position 
in the business world, and in 
Mr. Cleveland’s second term 
stepped forward into the Cahi- 
net as Secretary of War. 

President Cleveland, in his 
second term, sank back into the 
earlier practice and appointed 
an obscure lawyer from Detroit 
named Thurber for secretary. It 
is interesting to note that Mr. 
Denby, the Secretary of the 
Navy who transferred the oil 
lands to Fall, who in turn hand- 
ed them over to Sinclair and 
Doheny, was Thurber’s son-in- 
law. 

The next notable President’s 
Secretary was Mr. MecKinley’s. 
His secretary, John Addison Por- 
ter, a Hartford publisher, be- 
came il, and Mr. McKinley 
turned temporarily to one of the 
White H ouse_ stenographers, 
George B. Cortelyou. Mr. Cof- 
telvou, to the President’s intense 
satisfaction, soon proved that he 
was inore than a stenographer, 
or even than any ordinary sec- 
retary. Breaking all precedent, 
he was eventually, when the new 
Department of Commerce and 
Labor was created, transferred 

directly to cabinet rank ar its 
head. He afterwards was Post- 
master General and: Chairman 
of the Republican National 
Committee, and ended his offi- 
cial career as Secretary of the 
Treasury, where he had to deal 
with the panic of 1907. Since 
then: he has been President. of 
the Consolidated Gas Company 
of New York, the largest public 


utility corporation in the world.
